JEFFERSON CITY, March 16— 
A drgstic reduction in proposed 
interest rates on small loans was 
voted yesterday by the House of 
Representatives when a coalition 
of rural and labor legislators 
joined to oppose the high interest 
charges sought in a ‘bill backed by 
small-loan companies. 

Marking one of the worst de- 
feats for the active small-loan lobby 
in Missouri, the House adopted 
an amendment to the  con- 
troversial Cruce-Snyder bill slash- 
ing the proposed interest charges 
virtually in half and cutting the 
top loan subject to the special 
rates from $600 to $500. 

The amendment was adopted by 
the surprisingly impressive mar-

This is 
similar to the formula proposed 
in a rate bill introduced by Rep- 
resentative Lawrence K. Roos of 
St. Louis, which was killed by the 
House Commerce Committee.

Roberts and Patterson ex- 
plained the committee’s program 
to the press at the Carlton Hotel. 
Clayton, who could not be present 
because of illness in his family, 
sent this message: 

“The preservation of peace and 
freedom is the only thing that 
counts in the world today.

Under this 
line should be a note in bold-faced type 
reading as follows: “If interest reported 
on Line 6 above plus interest received 
from obligations of the State of Missou- 
ri or any political subdivision thereof 
exceeds $100, you are required by law to 
file an intangible property tax return on 
the blank attached hereto.” 

Nearly everyone who is required by 
law to do so files Missouri income tax 
returns. By attaching the intangibles 
tax return to the Missouri income tax 
return and adding to the latter the note 
suggested, equally good enforcement of 
the intangible property tax would result.

No More Hooliganism! 

What is the new labor law going to include 
to protect business men and workers against un- 
fair union practices? There are many instances 
of such practices, but no more perfect example 
could be found than the NLRB decision against 
the CIO United Furniture Workers. 


The decision was the outgrowth of a dispute 
at the Smith Cabinet Manufacturing Co. of Sa- 
lem, Ind. Aside from goon squad assaults, wit- 
nesses testified nails were scattered in the road, 
bricks and clubs were wielded, automobiles over- 
turned, employes threatened for not joining the 
strike and bosses were barred from entering 
their plant by pickets. 

Here was one of the worst exhibitions of hood- 
lumism in American labor history. In a unani- 
mous ruling, the NLRB found the union guilty 
of half a dozen or more of unfair practices for- 
bidden—and most properly so—by the Taft- 
Hartley Act. 

An examination of the Administration’s sub- 
stitute bill discloses that business men and work: 
ers would be denied this protection. The bill 
contains the old Wagner Act definitions of un- 
fair practices by employers. But there is no ref- 
erence to unfair practices by labor except cer- 
tain kinds of secondary boycotts. 


Therefore, unless the bill is drastically amend- 
ed in this particular, the NLRB would have no 
jurisdiction over such hooliganism as occurred 
in the Smith company case at Salem. 

Barring interference by police, pickets could 
carry clubs and bricks could be piled for their 
use; plant entrances could be blocked by rail- 
road ties, automobiles, raised gutter plates and 
tacks. 

Non-strickers could be threatened with vio- 
lence over picket-line loud speakers; they could 
otherwise be intimidated if they sought to work. 
Pickets could be posted in such a manner as to 
prevent workers from unloading a boxcar on a 
railroad siding. | 

Goon squads could roam around hitting work- 
ers, overturning their cars. They could make 
shows of forces against foremen and plant su- 
perintendents, barring them from the perform- 
ance of their duties. 

There may have been times in the past, be- 
fore labor was well organized and protected, 
that a defense could be made for this kind of 
thing. For example, industry itself employed 
goon squads and resorted to violence. The fa- 
mous or infamous coal and iron police of Penn- 
sylvania was a private army maintained by in- 
dustry to run labor organizers out of town and 
to discourage men from joining unions. 

But the days of the Pennsylvania coal and iron 
police are gone forever. They are outlawed in 
public opinion, they were outlawed by the Wag- 
ner Act and they will be outlawed in any new 
law that is passed. 

By the same toker that hooliganism and 
goonism by industry are outlawed, they should 
be outlawed when committed by organized la- 
bor. : 

The Taft-Hartley Act did so, and these pro- 
visions of the Taft-Hartley Act should be re- 
tained in the new law now being fashioned. 

We strongly urge Congress to do so, or to in- 
vite the wrath of public opinion when another 
Salem, Ind., case comes along.

This Job Should Seek the Man 


President Truman’s nomination of Mon C. 
Wallgren to be chairman of the National Secur- 
ity Resources Board at $14,000 a year is mighty 
close to dead. Now that it has been tabled, the 
appointment can be revived only if the Senate 
resorts to a discharge petition to take the mat- 
ter from the committee’s hands. That extreme 
course is very seldom followed in the Senate. 

The selection of “Mr. Walligren for this most 
important post in the national defense program 
had little to commend it. He is so close a friend 
of President Truman that the choice seemed 
almost entirely a personal one. Moreover, it 
followed on the heels of Mr. Wallgren’s re- 
sounding defeat for re-election as Governor of 
Washington. This made it a lame duck appoint- 
ment for a politician who was expressly retired 
to private life by voters who, at the same time, 
gave their presidential vote to Mr. Truman. 

To make matters worse, Mr. Wallgren showed 
his bad judgment by putting three of his former 
assistants in the State of Washington on the 
staff of the agency to which he had not yet been 
confirmed. Each of these assistants was listed at 
$50 a day. 

The tirade of Republican Senator Cain, who 
sits in the seat which Mr. Wallgren used to oc- 
cupy, was of little relevance. He said the nomi- 
nee was not equipped for the post, but he said 
so much else which was unsupported that it may 
have helped the Waligren chances as much as it 
hurt them. Senator Byrd of Virginia, the one 
Democrat on the Armed Services Committee 
who joined the G.O.P. members in voting to 
table, put his opposition on a higher plane. Even 
so, it is to be remembered that Harry Byrd has 
been against many of the things his party lead- 
ership has been for. 

If the President tries to put through the con- 
firmation in face of the vote to table, he will 


risk a double defeat. He might well get the 


rebuke which Calvin Coolidge got when the lat-

man to do would be to forget the Wallgren ap- 
pointment and to canvass the country for the 
very best possible man to stockpile the resources 
which are vital to our security. 

The chairmanship of the National Security Re- 
sources should seek the man.

This is something for Mr. Truman to 
remember as he takes up this problem again. 
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The Boycott at Its Worst 

When members of the Operating Engi- 
neers slowed down the production of electricity 
at Union Electric’s Venice plants, they prac- 
ticed one of the least defensible of labor tactics, 
namely, the secondary boycott. Compounding 
the offense, they practiced it against a vital pub- 
lic utility service. ; 

There is no quarrel between Union Electric 
and the operators. The slowdown was staged as 
an expression of sympathy with other members 
of the AFL union employed by Laclede Gas 


' Light Co. in St. Louis county. The AFL men 


lost their bargaining rights when the Shrews- 
bury plant of the old St. Louis County Gas Co. 
was merged into the Laclede system. The sym- 
pathy slowdown was timed to coincide with the 
deadline when the Shrewsbury operators either 
had to sign up with the CIO union which rep- 
resents Laclede employes, or give up their jobs. 
So long as the Shrewsbury operating engineers’ 
unit confined itself to an orderly legal appeal, 
it deserved some public sympathy and under- 
standing. Its members were fated by both an 
NLRB order and the logic of industrial efficien- 
cy to be absorbed in the larger CIO union, but 
the loss of their union was through no fault of 
their own. They destroyed the public's natural 
sympathy, however, by walking off the job and 
threatening the supply of gas. And now their 
fellow-members in the Union Electric plants have 
staged a slowdown that will impress outsiders as 
stupidly conceived and calloused to the public 


. interest. 


As these events take place in the St. Louis 
area, Congress hangs undecided about what ac- 
tion to take concerning jurisdictional strikes and 
secondary boycotts, both of which are outlawed 
in the Taft-Hartley Act. Local 148 of the op- 
erating engineers, which has committed the one 
offense at Shrewsbury and the other at Venice, 
both at the expense of vital public utility serv- 
ices, has provided a vivid example of why it is 
that the law must not be left impotent to deal 
with such offenses.

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The Real Estate Board Unmasked 


The St. Louis Real Estate Board has at last 
clearly shown where it stands on the pending 
zoning ordinance. For all its protests of co- 
operation in recent months, it took no fancy 
tricks of deductive logic to sense its hostility to 
the measure. But now its opposition is out in 
the open. ° 

At the first of four hearings by the Bédard of 
Aldermen at the City Hall, a lawyer for the Real 
Estate Board challenged the procedure being 
followed. He said that the title showed this to 
be an ordinance to amend the present law by 
the repeal of all its language and the substitu- 
tion of new language. “If that is so,” he con- 
tinued, “each property owner in the city must 
be served with a notice by the city marshal at 
least 15 days before the first public hearing. 
This has not been done.” 

Not satisfied with this attack, the attorney de- 
clared that if an entirely new law is to be en- 
acted, a zoning commission must be appointed by 
the Board of Aldermen. The pending law, of 
course, was prepared by the City Plan Commis- 
sion appointed by Mayor Kaufmann. 

The strategy behind these two objections is all 
too clear. If correct, they mean that the alder- 
men cannot enact the zoning bill éither as an 
amendment to the old law or as a substitute for 
it. By simply waiting until public hearings were 
held on a public measure, the Real Estate Board 
seems to believe that it has blocked its enact- 
ment, or at least established a basis for challeng- 
ing its legality. ; 

This is a preposterous affront to the people of 
St. Louis. Fortunately, Assistant City Coun- 
selor Frank Neun was able to point out that 
Section 7417 of the Revised Statutes of 1939 
permits a city plan commission to draft a meas- 
ure of this kind, and that it also sanctions the 
appointment of such a commission by a mayor. 

But supposing this were not the case, why did 


not the Real Estate Board raise its legal point . 


weeks and months ago? Along with other local 
groups, the Real Estate Board participated of- 
ficially in the drafting of this zoning ordinance. 
Two of its representatives met with the com- 
mission Monday after Monday. Then came the 
public hearings in various parts of the city, spon- 
sored jointly by ‘the commission and the alder- 
men, and now the City Hall hearings. 

There was more than a year in which this 
technicality might have been brought up in good 
faith. But apparently it was held as an ace in 
the hole.

WASHINGTON. 

This oleo-butter fight now going on in 
Congress is surcharged with emotion. I 
happen to be both a butter maker and a 
cotton grower, so I ought to take a bal- 
anced view of the controversy. 

My rich black soil grows the cotton, and 
they say the oil from the seed is made into 
margarine. My lovely 
Guernsey cows give 
rich, creamy milk and 
I make the butter. 

I do it all myself to 
be sure it’s done just 


" go, 


I am in Washing- 
ton for other reasons, 
but I’m interested in 
the oleo-butter fight. 
The other day 
edged into the 
packed committee 
room when Louis 
Bromfield was telling 
it to the Congress- 
men. Louis is always Thad Snow 
dead sure he is dead right about anything 
to do with agriculture. 

He told me I ought to quit growing cot- 
ton and make more butter. He was testify- 
ing for butter and against oleo, and he 
made out that social and moral values were 
deeply involved. 

I think Louis Bromfield may be senti- 
mental about butter. I know that Iam. I 
think that hot, crumbly corn bread spread 
thick with good butter is the best eating 
there is. But the butter must be really 
good or its defects show up when it melts 
on hot bread. 


Butter-Making as an Art 


My butter is always good. I don’t have to 
brag on it because my customers do that 
for me. They know how to flatter me. 


But butter isn’t good at all unless great 
care is exercised in its making. To make it 
just right you must have skill and solici- 
tude at every moment from the cow to the 
churn, and it can go bad right in the churn 
if the cream is a wee bit too warm. 

It must be much easier to make good oleo 
than it is to make good butter. Probably 
my taste for butter has become over- 
sensitive or professional, because I don’t 
often like what I get when I’m away from 
home. 

When I’m away I much prefer oleo, be- 
cause it seems to be uniformly good. I 
won’t admit it has the superb flavor of my 
own hand-made butter, but I find less to 


regret in oleo than in store-bought butter.. 


I want it yellow, though. 
But to get back to the oleo-butter fight 


in Congress. I heard Louis Bromfield and 
others say that if Congress allows oleo to 
be colored and sold untaxed, then oleo 
would drive cow butter off the market and 
put us butter makers out of business, and 
that this would be a social crime. 

I agree that colored, untaxed, uniformly 
good oleo would compete strongly. But 
people’s buying habits don’t change over- 
night, and I don’t see the social crime in 
any event. 

I'm not sure, either, that the value and 
consumption of cow bdutterfat would decline 
much, Because people love cream, and 
hardly anybody now gets all the cream he’d 
like to have, and would buy, if quality, 
price ,and distribution methods were 
adapted to people’s wants. 


They Go All-Out for Cream 


I know how well people like cream. I’ve 
made many tests to find out. When I have 
guests at the table I put on a fresh pound 
of butter and two good big pitchers of 
thick cream. Almost always the cream dis- 


appears promptly and I have to bring on . 


more, while at the end of the meal the 
pound of butter remains pretty well intact. 
So I know if you'll give people half a 
chance and feed them something that 
cream goes with, they'll go all-out for the 
cream and neglect the butter. 

So I say if untaxed yellow oleo competes 
with my cow butter, that is okay. I'll com- 
pete with cow cream. 

I don't think the city distributors have 
tried out the market for real cream. They 
thin it down so much that the only impor- 
tant difference between their cream and 
their milk is the difference in price. I know 
too little about the retail milk business to 
quarrel with the dealers, but I'll have to see 
them try to sell real cream before I’m sure 
they can’t do it—and at prices that would 
give the producer more than he can pos- 
sibly get from churned butter. 

Cow butter is almost always sold at a loss 
to the guy who feeds and milks the cows. 
Butter is a loss leader for the farmer- 
dairyman. It is made from the surplus 
butterfat that the distributors won't or 
don’t or can’t (7) sell in with the milk or as 
cream, and they usually don’t pay much for 
the surplus.

THE FAMILY OF TOMORROW: THE CULTURAL CRISIS 
AND THE WAY OUT, by Carle C. Zimmerman, (Hare 
per and Brothers, New York, 256 pgs., $3.50.) 
For many centuries in Europe and Amer- 

ica philosophers, priests, and rulers have 
concerned themselves intermittently with 
the family. In recent years it has been 
the object of study by social scientists. 
Some of them have engaged in painstaking 
research, hoping by objective study to dis- 
cover what actually happens in families, di- 
rection of change, causal factors, and means 
of prediction. Others, like Prof. Zimmer- 
man, are disturbed by symptoms of family 
disorganization and search the pages of 
history for guidance in saving this historic 
institution. 

The author thinks he has identified eight 
“great periods of familistic rejection in 
Western Society.” Each “revolt” against 
a stable system of family life is both cause 
and effect of more general cultural change. 
We are now caught in a “vast whirlpool of 
culturally-determined alteration in our 
family system.” “Our problem is a grave 
one, requiring a deép penetration into the 
basic ideas of cause in the social sciences.”

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LEADERS IN CLASH 


McGrath Upbraids Walter 


White for ‘Whisperings ’ of 
‘Sell-Out.’ 


WASHINGTON, March 16 (UP) 
—A row between Negro leader 
Walter White and Democratic Na- 
tional Chairman Howard McGrath 
over the Senate’s filibuster fight 
came to light today. 

The dispute reached a noisy cli- 
max early yesterday in an ante- 
room of the office ef Senate Sec- 
retary Leslie Biffle, just a few. 
steps from the Senate chamber. 
McGrath, witnesses said, accused 
White of unfairly criticizing 
Democrats “who have sweated and 
bled for your cause.” 

He told the Negro leader that 
he resented White's “whisperings 
to newspapermen” that Admini- 
stration leaders had “sold out” the 
Negroes during their campaign to 


impose curbs on Senate filibusters. . 


“Appomattox in Reverse.” 

White has been an almost daily 
spectator at Senate sessions during 
the filibuster fight. Tuesday morn- 
ing when McGrath left the Senate 
floor for a conference in Biffle’s 
office, he encountered White in 
conversation with Senator Hubert 
H. Humphrey (Dem.), Minnesota. 
White is reported to have shown 
McGrath a press release he was 
about to issue. In it, White re- 
ferred to the Administration’s 
willingness to give up the anti- 
filibuster fight as “Appomattox 
in reverse.” 

It was then that McGrath turned 
on White. White made no re- 
sponse. The Democratic chair- 
man, who also is a Senator from 
Rhode Island, finally was calmed 
down by Democratic whip Francis 
Myers of Pennsylvania, Senator 
Claude Pepper of Florida, and Sen- 
ate Sergeant-at-Arms Joseph C. 
Duke. 

Since the affair, White is re- 
ported to have written McGrath a 
conciliatory letter attributing “the 
unfortunate incident .. . to fatigue 
and the strain under which you 
have worke:.” 

“T lost patience and blew my 
top,” McGrath said today. 

“T feel that I have done my 
level best. It cuts pretty deeply 
when people who know the record, 
and ought to appreciate it, go out 


of their way to question your xsi 


votion and sincerity.” 
Drive Against “Sell-Out.” 

White, who is chairman of the 
National Association for the Ad- 
vancement of Colored People, is 
said to have aroused McGrath’s ire 
recently when he sent a letter to 
branch presidents of his organi- 
zation, urging them to open a cam- 
paign to prevent any “sell-out” of 
the Truman civil rights program. 

In his letter, White said that 
McGrath is “not ‘right’ on the 
question of Negro rights.” 

“He is a trader,” White said. 
“He listens sympathetically to the 
Dixiecrats. Last spring, in the 
Jim Crow regional college fight, 
he was on the side of the South- 
erners. Since the election last No- 
vember, he has ducked and dodged 
any discussion of the civil rights 
program. - 

“He has never laid a card on the 
table. McGrath forgets that he is 
@ victorious national chairman to- 
day, not because of the Dixiecrats 
but from the support his party got 
from Negroes on the civil rights 
issue.”

Child's Homework 


By Angelo Patri 


HILDREN in the elementary schools should not be forced 

to stay at their studies for hours on end once school is dis- 

missed. The children of the first three years can do very 
well without any home study, and those from the third to the 
seventh should have less than an hour’s work at home. The 
eighth year might have an hour and a half, but no more. 

The teacher is to'teach the essential subjects in the class- 
room so thoroughly that the pupils have a clear idea of the 
points made, It is those essential poirits that the pupils need 
to take home and dwell on for a brief time. Homework should 


not take the place of good teaching. 


THE TEACHERS’ I A we haven't time in 
school.” ‘There is the school day, and if the program is correct 
there is all the time that is needed. If, for one of the essen- 
tials, the pupils have the same subject at the same time, every 
day, they will be able to learn the subject matter with little 
extra drill. If—as is so often the incorrect procedure—the pu- 
pil gets but two lessons a week with days intervening, they will 
need extra drill and the teachers will have the pupils do that 
at home. 

The school day is long enough when there is nothing but 
book work taught. Five hours of it is fatiguing beyond en- 
durance and when boys and girls, in full tide of growth, are 
obliged to take their book work home to live with it for hours 
more, it is too much. This practice makes for distaste for les- 


sons, for education in general.

to their children—who worry because the child’s playtime, and 
his other outside activities (including his participation in the 
household concerns) are crowded out—do something about it? 

O, we dare not. If the teacher ever knew we complained, 
the child would be made to suffer in a thousand ways.” 

The head of the school, the trustees, the members of the 
Board should investigate the amount of homework given the 
pupils and make certain that it is necessary—never excessive— 
and that the school program is so adjusted as to make it pos- 
sible for the teachers to do their work in school time. Making 
children ill, disgusting them with ‘education is scarcely sensible.

Action Takes Place After House Committee Serves Him With Subpena

HITTAKER CHAMBERS 
waited patiently for Repre- 
sentative Nixon and me. 

When we arrived at his Maryland 

farm on the night of Dec. 1, 1948, 

we found him sitting in his living 

room in his rough, work-soiled 
farmer's clothes. 

He introduced us to his wife 
and their two children, and when 
they left he beckoned wus into 
chairs. The old farmhouse smelled 
of another generation, as indeed 
it was. A stuffed raven stared at 
us from a wall. An old German 
Bible lay opened on a table. We 
talked of the recent election, in 
the way men talk when they are 
trying to avoid a topic. 

It was Chambers who brought 
us to the point. 

“I know why you're here,” he 
said suddenly. He looked at me 
for a time and added, “You were 
right, Mr. Stripling. I was with- 
holding information.” He could 
add no more at this time, he said, 
“because his lawyers had warned 
him he-might be held in contempt 
of court. 

“You don’t have to go into de- 
tails,” Nixon said. “Just answer 
this: Did you drop a bombshell 
in Baltimore not long ago?” 

Chambers smiled slightly. “Yes, 
T did,” he reflected. “But the first 
one was nothing compared to the 
second.” 

“I’m here for that second one,” 
Nixon said. Chambers shook his 
head, but not in an unfriendly 
manner. It was my subsequent be- 
lief that he was relieved by the 
committee’s continuing interest in 
the case, especially in view of the 
Justice Department’s reported in- 
difference to the papers he had 
turned over. That indifference 
Was an ominous sign, so far as 
Alger Hiss’s slander suits against 
him were concerned, 

Chambers then told us quietly 
about his reasons for not reveal- 
ing his documentary evidence be- 
fore this: his desire not to “de- 
stroy humans,” and he added what 
had now prompted him to reveal 
this matter: the “rough” manner 
in which Hiss’s attorneys had 
questioned his wife and his charge 
that Communists had spread re- 
ports that he was insane and a 


pervert. 
T aut as we were leaving he 

said something that aroused 
my curiosity. 

“Do you know of any very good 
photographic technicians?” he 
asked me. 

“Sure,” I said, “we've got one 
on our staff.” 

“But the man I want must be 
very, very good.” 

“He’s good,” I repeated. 

Chambers thought a bit. “T’ll let 
you know,” he said, and bade us 
good night. We drove back to 
Washington, convinced he was 
still holding something from us,

HAT’S as far as he would go. 


Early the next morning, Dec. 2, 
Nixon called me at home and 
asked me to meet him at his office 
at 7:30 am. He was leaving on 
the 8 o’clock train for New York, 
and his ship to Panama, Driving 
into the city I was caught in a 
bad traffic jam and by the time I 
reached the office Nixon had 
gone.

serve subpoena on Chambers im- 
mediately, for everything he has,” 
the note read. I was making out 
the subpoena when Nixon called 
from the train. “Get what you can 
from him and sit tight,” he said. 
“T’ll be back the day after Christ- 
mas.” 

I called Chambers at the farm 
and asked him to stop by my of- 
fice when he came to Washington 
that day. He had told us the 
night before that he was testify- 
ing at a State Department loyalty 
test on this day. 

He came in about noon and I 
handed him the paper. “Mr. 
Chambers,” I said, “this is a sub- 
poena calling on you to deliver 
to us all papers, documents and 
other matter you have concern- 
ing the people named.” On the 
paper I had listed the key princi- 
pals who had been mentioned in 
our espionage hearings, mainly by 
Chambers and Elizabeth Bentley. 


Chambers looked at me oddly 
for a moment, then shrugged and 
exhaled some air.

Sayre, dated during the period 
when Alger Hiss was his assistant. 

That was all I needed. 

We rushed the microfilms to 
trusted photographers for enlarge- 
ment and printings, and I began 
the job of rounding up a commit- 
tee that had scattered, or been 
scattered, to the four winds. 

J. Parnell Thomas had been re- 
elected in spite of the charges 
brought against him, but his at- 
torneys had recommended that he 
remain away from committee ac- 
tivities. is doctors heartily 
agreed. McDowell and Vail had 
become lame ducks. Mundt had 
been elected to the Senate, and 
was in South Dakota. Rankin was 
a Democrat, and thus tradition- 
ally unacceptable as acting chair- 
man of a committee of a Congress 
still Republican.

Braised Tongue , 


One four-pound smoked or fresh 
tongue, few peppercorns, one 
carrot, two sprigs parsley, four 
tablespoons butter or margarine, 
four tablespoons flour, one-half 
teaspoon salt, one-half teaspoon 
dry mustard, one-fourth teaspoon 
Worcestershire sauce, one-eighth 


teaspoon pepper, one beef bouillon 
cube, three large stalks celery, 


chopped, ome cup canned toma- 
toes, two cups freshly cooked or 
canned peas, glazed onions. 

Place tongue in large kettle 
along with peppercorns, carrot 
and parsley. Cover with cold 
water, bring to a boil, then reduce 
heat to simmer. Cook, covered 
tightly, two hours or until skin 
feels loose when you pry it up 
with a fork. Save liquid tongue 
was cooked in. ' 

Brown butter or margarine over 
low heat. Be careful not to burn. 
When browned, stir in flour until 
smooth. Then add salt, mustard, 
Worcestershire and pepper. Dis- 
solve a bouillon cube in two cups 
of hot tongue stock. Add to flour 
mixture, gradually, stirring hard 
so it won't lump. Continue cook- 


ing until you have a thickish 
sauce. 

Start your oven at 300 degrees 
Fahrenheit or slow. Place tongue 
in roasting pan, pour sauce over 
it and cook one and one-half 
hours. Then add celery and to- 
matoes aad cook 20 minutes more. 
To serve, place tongue and gravy 
on large platter. Arrange cooked 
peas and glazed onions around it. 


The smoothest custards are 
those that are not cooked at too 
high a temperature or for too 
long a time. This applies to cus- 
tards made on the top of the 
range as well as those baked in 
the oven.

Removing’ Bust. 


About five minutes after man 
found how to make iron he had 
to sit down and figure out how 
to remove rust because rust and 
iron go together like income and 
taxes. 

Large deposits of rust on heavy 
metal objects can be removed by 
chipping away at the crust with a 
cold chisel or by scrubbing with a 
stiff wire brush.

One can use 
more egg whites than specified if 
one wants extra deep meringue. 
Evidently high meringues appeal. 
Toll House used to 
make its meringue on lemon pie 
4 inches high and when a cus- 
tomer receives pie with meringue 
less than that height, he was 
rewarded for his discovery. 

Whites at room temperature 
should be beaten until they barely 
hold soft peaks. then the sugar 
should be gradually udded (2 
tablespoons for each normal sized 
white used) and beating should 
continue until the meringue 
stands up in stiff, glossy peaks. 
This should be spread immedi- 
ately over the hot filling poured 
into the cooled crust. Begin by
